– tribe and tribal community concerns
– safe fishing zones near harbors

– cooperative monitoring with local communities

–Should link directly to regional objective(s)
–May give more specific explanation of “how” this site 

would meet a regional objectivewould meet a regional objective
–May highlight relevant stakeholder priorities and 

objectives or other considerations that affect design
